They range from the modest 
but marvellously effective ” 155” up 
to the staggering ” 400” that hurls 
a high explosive missile weighing 
Just short of a ton. 
The 100’s arc 
rabre potent than the ’Big Berthas 
ever were in their'days of great de­ 
structiveness. 
The Americans are delighted with 
tbfcfr French weapons and ar** busy 
studying every detail and adapting 
themselves to thp use of French m a­ 
terial. 
The heavy gunners 
have 
linen a little surprised to I nd that 
with the big land guns used here 
speed is not a great factor. 
These 
heavy weapons are used 
for de­ 
structive purpose and there is no 
special need for haste when dealing 
with concrete 
dugouts and other 
enemy defense th at cannat run away. 
Accuracy is the great goal of all 
heavy gunnery. 
Asked if his men would not find 
it difficult to shoot without direct 
observation, the general command­ 
ing the h e a v y artillery contingent 
replied: 
*‘We will have* direct observation 
here.
